TWO PART-TIME DAYANIM APPOINTED 


Reply from “ Eminent Rabbi” 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


While the Chief Rabbi and the Hon. 
Officers of the United Synagogue are 
sill awaiting the reply from an 
“eminent rabbi, not resident in this 
country [Rabbi D. Lifschitz, of 
Yeshiva University, New York], whom 
they had invited to become a Dayan, 
in a full-time capacity, the two part-

JEWS IN OTTOMAN EMPIRE 
Turks’ Tolerant Attitude

Dr. B. Lewis, Professor of the His- 
tory of the Near and Middle East at 
London University, gave the third of 
the present series of lectures on Jewish 
history, orgamised by the Fducation 
Department of the Federation of 
Women Zionists, at 107, Gloucester 
Place. W.1, recently. 
Frankel. presided. 

Dr. Lewis. spoke on “ The History of 
the Jews in Turkey and the . Eastern 
Mediterranean,” and dealt with the 
period from the rise of Turkey unul the. 
nineteenth century 

Reterring to the economic hfe of the 
Jews. he said that in Turkey. as else- 
where, Jews were prominent in. trade. 
Ihey plaved a certain réle also in industry 

particularly in textiles. They appeared, 
too. as financiers, bankers. brokers, and 
mone y-changers. There were not many 
Jewish arusans. 

The Turkish attitude to the Jews, Dr. 
said, had been sinmnlar to. their 
atutude towards other 
tolerant, with a certain coniemptuous 
superiority. 


ANTISEMITISM AT 
PRAGUE TRIALS 


Sir William Lawther on 
“Cowardly Ruse”

Sir William Lawther, President of 
the National Union of Mineworkers, 
in an exclusive statement to THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE, condemned the 
discriminatory character of the recent 
Prague trials. He reaffirmed the beliet 
of British Labour in the fundamental 
right of religious and racial freedom. 

Sir William told me that he knew 
Czechoslovakia well. He recalled the 
part that British miners in particular 
had plaved both during the protest 
campaign against the Munich settle- 
ment and the campaign to rebuild 
Lidice, the Czech mining village 
destroyed by the Nazis as a reprisal 
in 1942. 

Since the Communists captured Czecho- 
slovakia. he said, they had tried to justify 
hy all means their foul deed. During 
the last few years they and their dupes 
in other countries had been boasting that 
the People’s Democracy of Czecho- 
slovakia was making considerable pro- 
gress in its economic and _ technical 
development. The facts, however, pointed 
to a different situation, and with the 
day of reckoning drawing nearer the trials 
in Prague had to be fabrictted. What 
did it matter. Sir William remarked. that 
some of the hangmen were hung ? Those 
who went to the scaffold had sent others 
to death in the sang way. 


Hangmen of Prague 


But for the temporarily triumphant 
hangmen in Prague, Sir Wilham con- 
tinued, this had not been sufficient. In 
order to build up the Communist case 
against Israel and to gain the sympathy 
of the Arab world, those among the 
accused who were of Jewish origin 
had ito be labelled as Jews. irx him- 
self. who was of Jewish and urgeors 
origin, might have suffered death at the 
hands of such disciples. 

Sir William emphasised that trade 
unionists had always fought for the right 
to religious and racial hberty and com- 
bated attempts at discrimination on 
grounds of race, religion, or colour. 

“ We,” said Sir William, “led the way 
for the ideals of freedom of thought, 
speech, and association, when others fell 
by the wayside. Bul we cannot accept 
people who at the crack of the party 
whip will condemn to-day what they 
preached and praised yesterday.” 

Quoting the jeading Czech Communist 
paper, Rupe Pravo, of November 24, in 
which Zionism was described as a 
* bestial ideology which has become a 
weapon in the hands of the Jewish 
hourgeoisic.”” and the Zionist groups as 
“fascist shock troops,” Sir Wilham 
said that if people in the free world, 
and Jews in particular, accepted the 
Communist explanation of the trials the 
attack upon the Jewish race would. be 
intensified. The truth was. he concluded, 
that the Prague trials had been a cowardly 
way of hiding the Communist failure to 
overcome the economic difficulties of the 
country.

THE EXCAVATION OF 
JERICHO 


Objects of New 
Expedition 
From a Correspondent 


Dr. Kathleen Kenyon, Director of 
the British School of Archeology in 
Jerusalem, has again left for Palestine 
to resume her excavations at Jericho 
which last year produced so many 
outstanding finds. 

She is leading an expedition under 
the joint auspices of the Palestine 
Exploration Fund and the British 
School of Archeology, of which Sir 
Israel Gollancz was one of the 
founders and Sir Robert Mond 
lreasurer for a number of years. 

The expediion has three main objects: 
(a) the investigation of the traces of a 
very early civilisation known to cxist 
on the site: (b) the examination of the 
history of the site in the Bronze Age, 
with particular reference to the date of 
the destruction of the city by Joshua; 
and (c) the uncovering of more tombs 
surrounding the site, 


World's Oldest City ? 


Under the first heading Miss 
Kenyon’s discoverics go back some seven 
thousand years. Among them 1s what ts 
helieved to be a town wall, and if this 
identification is correct, Jericho ts 
probably the oldest city known, dating 
from the first change of human habits 
from nomad to settier. In ker excava- 
tion of the tombs she has beck, similarly 
successful, and among their co ents she 
has found many unique and in ting 
objects. 

There were many discoveries relating 
to the Bronze Age—that of Joshua 
including seven successive walls, but so 
far the period to which he is attributed 
by scholars has yielded no results. Per- 
haps this is not surprising if the cry 
was completely by him and 
his followers and the site left barren for 
centuries, as the Bible narrative suggests. 
However, Miss Kenyon has not aban- 
doned hope of discoveries for this period 
atsoO 

The total cost of the season's work 1s 
less than £4.000. about half of which is 
heing contributed by the two sponsor- 
ing imstitutions out of their exiguous 
funds and by a few universities and 
kindred groups, The balance. some 
£2,000. must come from private sources 

The objects of the excavations must 
appeal to British Jews who, in the past 
have generously assisted both the Fund 
and the School It is hoped thet they 
will not. stand aside now and that Jewish

POLAND'S ANTI-ISRAELI 
CAMPAIGN

The full text of the recent Polish 
Note to the Israeli Government 
[reported briefly in last week’s JEwisH 
CHRONICLE] shows that the Commun- 
ist régime in Warsaw is giving the 
fullest support to the anti-Zionist and 
anti-Israeli campaign, of which the 
Prague trial was the most glaring and 
vicious demonstration. 

The Polish Note alleges that members 
of the Israel Legation have made 
“treacherous attempts to activate the 
remnants of Zionst organisations in 
Poland,” and that during visits to the 
regained territories and other places they 
used synagogues as meeting places for 
Zionist propaganda. An employee of the 
Israch Legation in Warsaw, Aryeh 
Lerner, now under arrest, is alleged to 
have supplied evidence confirming these 
charges. 

It woyld appear from the Note that at 
least thfee Jews—-Ozjasz Raczko, a former 
member of the Revisionist Party, Abram 
Kutterfas,.and Szvria Austiibel—tt is not 
stated whether under arrest or not—-have 
been instrumental in supplying informa- 
tion which served as the basis for the 
charges against the Israeli Legation 
Among other charges, the Note says 
that prospective emigrants to Israel 
were questioned on such matters as 
Poland's industrial -potential, defence 
forces, technical innovations, conditions 
Of railways, foreign trade. and. Siate 
apparatus. It appears from the Note that 
the Isracli Legation was warned on three 
previous. occasions of the Polish 
Government views. 

Vicious Attacks 

As might have been expected, the Polish 
press published the Note im full, with 
frequent vicious. attacks on Zionism, 
repeating almost verbatim the charges 
at the Prague trial. On reading thetr 
comments, one is amazed at the eagerness 
with which almost the entire press seized 
this occasion to. attack Israel and 
Zionism, The official Trysuna Lupuw, 
the popular Warsaw” daily, ZyYcir 
WARSZAWY, the peasant organ, WOoLaA 
Lupu. and the Szranpar MLopycu, the 
organ of Polish youth, all came out with 
lengthy and violent comments against 
the Legation and Israel. 

But probably the most vicious and 
degrading was the comment in_ the 
Yiddish Ina leading article. 
full of the most vile charges against 
Israc], the paper attacked the [Israeli 
diplomats who “In a provocative 
manner, exploited the Synagogues and the 
religious Jewish congregation in an 
attempt to spread defeatist sentiment and 
hatred in our country.” It praised the 
official Note as “a blow against the 
spices and provocateurs of the [Israeli 
Legation,” 


JET AIRCRAFT FOR 
ARAB STATES 


Britain’s Change of 
Policy

The Israeli Government's protest 
against recent deliveries of Meteor jet 
aircraft to Egypt, Syria, Iraq, and 
Lebanon seems to have taken White- 
hall by surprise. Judging from the 
rather lame and embarrassed com- 
ments made by the Foreign Office. 
there is a_ disposition official 
quarters to say as little as possible 
about the transaction. 

It will be recalled that the subject 
was raised last November by the 
Israeli Ambassador jn a private talk 
which at that time was not described 
as an Official démarche. Since then 
the Prague trial has taken place, and 
so has the Paris meeting of the 
Council of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation, 

On the latter occasion Mr. Eden took 
care to warn his colleagues that the 
Prague affair was mercly the opening 
Signal in a Soviet drive to impress the 
Arab States by a raging anti-Israel can. 
paign. The decision to make small 
quantities of modern arms available to 
these States was certainly speeded up by 
the fear of further Soviet propaganda 
inroads. This, of course, cannot’ be 
avowed. Instead, the official explana- 
tion stresses regional defence. although 
there is in fact no belief that the Arab 
States are capable of playing a useful 
part m i. 


“ Token” Deliveries 


There are, however, more specific 
reasons for this change in poljcy. The 
Cairo Government has for months been 
pressing for token deliveries of British 
ict ‘planes, and latterly General Neguib 
has msisted that some such gesture ts 
necessary to keep the“ wild men ~ in his 
own junta at bay. Ihe ‘planes were 
duly delivered, but now the more fiery 
members of the junta are publicly speak- 
ing of another bout of “ irregular. war- 
fare * to drive the British from the Canal 
Zone, and the Wafd papers have backed 
them up. Egyptian politics are once 
more sliding back into their familar rut, 
Anti-British sentiment has noi diminished. 
Once more tt appears expedient to turn 
their. wrath against Israel. 

Lastly, there ss the internal strife within 
the Arab League. Colone! Shishekly’s 
recent visit to Cairo took place in part 
because he was trying to win General 
Neguib for his Pan-Arab schemes, but 
it was also occasioned by Catro’s worry 
lest the Syrian dictator sell out to the 
Western Powers before the Anglo-Fgyp- 
tian talks have been concluded. Pressure 
was put. on Shishekly not to accept 
military and financial favours unt! Egypt 
had secured Britain's withdrawal from 
the Canal . Zone. Since Shishekly’s 
return to Damascus he has been troubled 
by an officers’ revolt caused by rumours 
of an oil deal. Selling ‘planes to Svria 
thus seems a means of putting pressum 
on Egypt to come to terms. 

The Damascus régime is both anti 
Zionist and anti-Turkish. and its spokes 
men have recently talked of recovering 
Alexanhdretta from Turkey, This. of 
course, 1s nonsense, and the Turks have 
ignored it. Israel, unfortunately, 1s not 


in a position to ignore similar threats 
since the various Arab States combined 
can purchase four times as many. 
‘planes as Israel, if they are so inclined

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AFTER PRAGUE 


WORLD opinion on this side of the Iron 
Curtain has unanimously condemned the 
Prague trial with its deliberately vicious 
attack on Zionism, on the State of Israel, 
and by implication on Jews generally. Just 
as unanimously world opinion has decided 
that the eleven men hanged, eight of them 
Jews, were the victims, as the ARCHBISHOP 
oF YorK put it, of judicial murder. 

Now that the shock of the trial is over, 
the question is necessarily asked how far 
Soviet policy—which, of course, lies behind 
the Prague aflair—s going on this evil road. 
Are the 2,500,000 Jews in Russia and the 
satellites in personal danger ? In the past— 
especially in Eastern Europe—Jews knew 
only too well that such policies have been 
tollowed by persecution and worse 


But before accepting such a deduction as 
inevitable, it is well to pause for a sober 
analysis of the Soviet official attitude towards 
Jews in the last few years. After two decades 
in which Jews, for their numbers, had filled 
a disproportionately large number of impor- 
tant positions, a policy of elimination began 
to be visible. This was, however, never 
linked to racial origin, and, indeed, even in 
the big Moscow trials of 1936, neither 
ZINOVIEV, KAMENEV, nor other Jews in the 
dock were ever stigmatised as such. More- 
over, Soviet leaders, notably MoLoTov at the 
Eighth Soviet Congress in 1936, continued 
to pay tribute to Kart MARX as a Jewish 
genius and equally to condemn in_ the 
strongest terms Nazi antisemitism. 


But, as in most other things, Soviet policy 
has two faces. As soon as the Kremlin 
Signed a pact with the Nazis, and even 
before, this condemnation ceased. For two 
vears there was a complete suppression of 
all news of HITLER'S persecution of Jewry 

until Hitter attacked the Soviet Union. 
This was so complete that Soviet Jews were 
wholly ignorant of the facts or of the fate 
awaiting them when HiTLer’s forces over- 
ran Western Russia, and thus their butchery 
was made all the easier. It ts also a fact 
that in the parts of Poland and all the 
Baltic States occupied by Russia after 1939 
the Soviet authorities. played up to local 
antisemitic feeling by refusing to allow Jews 
to be elected to the municipal councils. 


A cunosity of Soviet propaganda after 
the war-—very disconcerting to Jews—was 
never to give specific details, such as 
numbers, of the extent of the Nazis massacre 
ot Jews. At the same time so-called Jewish 
cosmopolitanism began to be condemned 
and the policy of eliminating Jews from 
official life mntensified. Where individual 
Russian Jews came in tor criticism either as 
poets, artists, dramatic critics, or in the 
economic sphere, their original Jewish names 
were now published in parentheses. 


In the meantime Soviet anti-Zionist propa- 
ganda has been continually mounting to 
reach its most evil form in the Prague trial. 
In spite of the fact that Communist official 
speakers, including the PREMIER OF CZECHO- 
SLAVAKIA, have repudiated the charge of 
antisemitism made by the West, it is not 
easy to see where the dividing line is drawn 
between antisemitism and anti-Zionism. It 
is clear that even if the Kremlin is sincere 
in wishing to draw such a line, most of the 
peoples under Soviet domination will not 
appreciate the distinction. Moreover, though 
the Prague trial may be indicative of an 
increasingly hostile attitude, which can in no 
way be condoned, towards Zionism, or 
Jewish nationalism, rather ‘than towards the 
Jewish population of the U.S.S.R. and its 
satellites, the danger of the situation is clear 
for all to see. The tron Curtain countries 
have not adopted Nazi antisemitism, but 


STALIN has shown before now—the most 
glaring example being when he concluded 
his pact with Hit_er—that ideology takes 
second place in his philosophy of realpolitik. 


‘If his brand of imperialism demands a pro- 


Arab policy, and anti-Zionism serves his 
purpose to-day, where is the guarantee that 
antisemitism may not serve his purpose 
to-morrow ? 


APPEASEMENT AGAIN? 


IT is impossible not to sympathise with Mr. 
SHARETT’S anxiety over the news that Great 
Britain and the United States have lifted the 
embarge@ on the supply of arms to the Arab 
countries, and the statement issued by the 
Zionist Federation in’ London will find 
warm support in those circles which are con- 
cerned to see peace maintained in the Middle 
East. In particular, the Israeli Government 
is seriously disturbed by the delivery of jet 
fighters to Arab countries; notably Syria 
(which is reported to have received 14 Gloster 
Meteors) and Egypt. If the Arabs had shown 
a more conciliatory spirit at the recent 
General Assembly of the United Nations it 
would have been possible to regard this 
matter in a different light. But every pro- 
posal put forward in New York with a view 
to easing the tension between Israel and its 
neighbours was strenuously opposed by the 
Arabs, who showed conclusively that they 
had no intention of ceasing the cold war 
which they are waging against Israel. In 
these circumstances, the Israel; Government 
dare not ignore the constant threats uttered 
by Arab leaders, who have now found most 


powerful allies in the U.S.S.R. and its 
satellites, 


The decision of Britain and the United 
States to offer jet fighters to the Arab 
countries could hardly have come at a more 
inopportune moment, and it is understand- 
able that the Foreign Office has been asked 
to explain the reasons for its action. The 
answers received, as the Zionist Federation 
points out, have been “ neither convincing 
nor reassuring,” for it is surely naive to state 
that Israel is being treated on a parity with 
each of its neighbours, when the latter are 
united in their enmity towards Israel. It seems 
far more likely that the real reason for this 
change in policy is to be found in a new 
attempt to win favour with the Arab States 
and particularly Egypt and- Syria. In the 
absence of a clear statement by the Govern- 
ment, the conclusion is mescapable that the 
Foreign Office is once again indulging in an 
effort to appease the Arabs. Doubtless its 
decision was taken before the defeat of the 
motion on direct Israeli-Arab negotiations in 
the United Nations General Assembly, and it 
may be that Her Majesty's Government was 
deceived by the expectation of a radical 
change of policy in Egypt. Those expecta- 
tions must by now have been shattered, and 
it is impossible to imagine that the Foreign 
Office can really think, after its innumerable 
failures in this direction, that appeasement 
will pay any dividends. 

-The Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs 
has declared this. week in all sincerity that 
his Government's “ only aim is peace,” but 
no one in his senses could claim that the 
shipping of jet aircraft to the Middle East 
could do anything to advance that object. 
In the explosive condition of that part of the 
world it is like putting a spark to a tinder- 


box, and can lead only to the very arms race. - 


which the Western Powers’ joint declaration 
of May 25, 1950, was specifically aimed to 
prevent. In addition, it will dissipate the 
slender economic resources of the countries 
concerned, with the result that, instead of 
raising the standard of living of the impover- 
ished masses, it will play straight into the 
hands of the enemies of democracy. 


McCARRAN ACT 


THe famous Statue of Liberty in New 
York harbour bears engraved upon it the 
moving words of welcome to the stranger 
and the homeless which were written by the 
Jewish poet, Emma Lazarus. By some 
strange perversion, it was at this shrine of 
freedom on Christmas Eve-—the season 
traditionally dedicated to generous-hearted 
hospitality and universal good will—that 
there came into operation .the illiberal and 
inequitable provisions of the McCarran Act, 


which shames the honoured traditions of 
American democracy and brings sorrow to 
the friends and allies of America throughout 
the world. The only class of would-be 
immigrants likely to benefit from the new 
law appears to be former and even present 
members of Nazi and fascist parties, who 
no longer come under the old Jaw’s ban on 
members of totalitarian organisations. Lead- 
ing American authorities have themselves 
acknowledged the absurdity of trying to stop 
Communist subversion or spying by this kind 
of anti-alien legislation induced by panic and 
witch-hunting. Six months ago President 
TRUMAN vetoed the Bill, declaring it in his 
message to Congress to be a measure 
unworthy of the United States and a blow 
to democracy. However, it was passed 
despite his veto, and has now come into force. 
Troubled by its enactment, the PRESIDENT 
set up a Commission to investigate American 
immigration and naturalisation policy, and 
to make suggestions for changes in the 
Act. The Commission's report, issued this 
week, condemns in the strongest possible 
terms the policies and principles embodied 
in the Act, which it recommends should be 
reconsidered and revised “from beginning 
to end.” While the Commission was still 
sitting, General E1iseNnower, the President- 
elect, also declared that certain aspects 
of the Act would need revision. It is there- 
fore to be hoped that the new American 
Administration will lose no time in giving 
effect to amendments which will speedily 
remove the present grave injustices from 
this measure. Already Britain, France, 
Sweden, Norway, Holland, and Italy have 
vigorously protested against its injurious 
effect upon their friendly relations with the 
United States. These protests are none the 
less welcome for being belated. This paper 
has from the first expressed Jewish opposition 
to the Act. Jews have all along realised 
the dangerous implications of a measure 
which, inter alia, introduces national and 
racial discrimination and does violence to 
universal human rights. Until it is amended 
the McCarran Act constitutes a threat to 
international friendship and to the cause of 
freedom and democracy everywhere. 


THE ROSENBERGS 


CIRCUMSTANCES extraneous to the matter 
at issue have thrust a Jewish complexion 
upon another trial than the notorious one at 
Prague—that of the ROsenseRrGs, husband 
and wife, in America, who were sentenced 
to death on a charge of having divulged 
atomic secrets to Russia in 1944, when the 
Soviet was still an ally of the U.S.A. against 
Germany. This is the first time that America 
has imposed the death penalty in peace-time 
tor alleged espionage. This, as well as the 
other factors in the case, such as the lapse 
of time between the commission of the 
alleged offence and the trial in 1951, conflicts 
in the evidence, the Jewishness of the 
defendants. and of the Judge, the fact that, 
in so Jewish a city as New York. not one 
person of Jewish birth was chosen to sit on 
the jury, has led to a campaign on behalf 
of the two condemned people which has 
spilled over into the political field. It has been 
alleged that the whole thing is simply an 
antisemitic manifestation, but the campaign 
fo promote this view is conducted almost 
solely by Communists and other sympa- 
thisers with Russia. The big Jewish organi- 
Sations in the U.S.A. have not supported this 
attitude, and in fact some American Jews 
have written letters to this paper attacking 
the Communist viewpoint and upholding the 
verdict. On the other hand, quite a number 
of correspondents in this country have 
written strongly to assert the charge of an 
“antisemitic frame-up.” Their letters might 
have been more compelling if so many of 
them, by a curious coincidence, had not 
contained a strangely similiar claim to have 
“read the transcript of the whole case.” 
Such lobbying is much too suggestive and 
obvious, as is also the political affiliation 
of most of its practitioners. We cannot. 
especially at this distance, presume to judge 
the merits of a case which has aroused such 
fierce partisanship on both sides. Neverthe- 
less, Our common humanity and our com- 
mon Jewish heritage preclude us from 
remaining silent. The conscience of the 
civilised world will be deeply disturbed if the 
ROSENBERGS die, and if our voice counts for 
anything on the other side of the Atlantic (as 
we believe it does) we, too, urge the Prest- 
DENT of the U.S.A., in the week still left 
before the infliction of the ultimate penalty 
on the ROSENBERGS, not to emulate the poli- 
ticians of Prague but wisely to exercise his 
prerogative of mercy,

It is a well-known characteristic of human 
nature to regard in course of time as ordinary 
what is in fact extraordinary. Familiarity 
blunts the sense of wonderment. This truth 
possibly applies to the annual appearance of 
“The Jewish Year Book.” We have grown 
so accustomed to it that we have come to take 
it for granted. We expect it to appear in its 
due season, and only if it failed to do so should 
we fully appreciate what we are missing. 

This handbook has long been described as 
“ indispensable "; the word is repeated here for 
want of a more fitting synonym. Communal! 
activities in Anglo-Jewry would be seriously 
handicapped without this ready work of refer- 
ence to supply needed information. In turn, 
the obligation rests upon those who are respon- 
sible for the publication to see that the 
information is as accurate as can be obtained. 
That the obligation is faithfully discharged finds 
proof in this latest issue. 

The editorial practice is to mark with an 
asterisk the community or institution trom 
which no up-to-date details had been abtained, 
and these were consequently copied from the 
previous year. It is gratifying to note in the 
currént volume that the number of asterisks has 
been considerably reduced, which is a tribute 
to the persistence of the editor in pressing for 
the most recent data. 

All the usual features of the Year Book 
reappear which go to make it a thorough 
survey of the numerous phases of Jewish life at 
home and overseas: and what a remarkable 
record of endeavour it presents in the religious, 
educational, philanthropic, and social fields ! 
In its comprehensive institutional structure 
Anglo-Jewry may take justifiable pride. 


Comprehensive Information 


A comparison between the new edition and 
its predecessor reveals that little has been 
deleted and more added. Under ~ United 
Kingdom Legislation Affecting Jews.’ para- 
graph 13 on the notification of births and 
deaths is omitted, but under “~ Anglo-Jewish 
Institutions.” greater detai] 1s provided regard- 
ing the Chief Rabbinate and the Beth Din. 
Eight new societies or organisations in London 
which were recently established are mentioned 
for the first time. Of exceptional! interest are 
the eight pages devoted to a “Chronology of 
Events from October 1, 1951, to September 30, 
1952, giving an almost day-to-day review of 
notable happenings during the period. To read 
it is to have ones mind refreshed about the 
recent history of the Jewish people. 

For the student of trends in Jewish life the 
volume is a quarry of data which cannot be 
ignored. Particularly for the movement of 
population is the information of the greatest 
value. The statistics again indicate that the 
drift from small communities to the larger 
centres is continuing, both in Britain and the 
Dominions. In the latter the expansion of their 
Jewries by immigration is a noteworthy feature. 
In Australia, Sydney and Melbourne have each 
increased by 1,000 and Adelaide by 100. In 
Canada, Toronto shows an advance of nearly 
7,000, Winnipeg 1,400, and Montreal 800, while 
Vancouver has doubled its numerical! strength. 
Jamaica, Calcutta, Aden, and Gibraltar record 
a decline, but both Northern and Southern 
Rhodesia have doubled their former figures of 
S00 and 4,000 respectively. The population of 
Israel had an increase of 74,000. 

The former frontispeice of the map of the 
United Kingdom showing the distribution of 
the Jewish population is relegated to the body 
of the volume. Place of honour is assigned 
to a beautiful photograph of Her Majesty. 
which appropriately introduces the issue of the 
Coronation year.

Sermons. By the Rev. A. P. Benner. Edited 
by Professor Rabbi ApBraHams.

As the Chief Minister of the Cape Town 
Hebrew Congregation, which -he served with 
distinction for over 40 years, the late Rev. A. P. 
Bender won a reverent esteem and affectionate 
admiration for his understanding and wise 
leadership. That in him Jewish learning went 
hand in hand with a deep humanity and general 
culture 1s unmistakably revealed in these two 
volumes of his sermons, which have been well 
edited by his successor, Rabbi Professor Israel 
Abrahams. While it is often contended that 
the best printed sermons, being divorced from 
the personality of the preacher and lacking the 
atmosphere and vital elements created by the 
spoken word, lose much of their emphasis and 
effectiveness, many of the sermons and addresses 
in this selection possess a quality that renders 
them instructive and edifying reading. Modern 
in method and approach and dealing in the 
main with topical subjects and current events, 
they are illumined by a spirit of deep sincerity 


and profound religious faith and are concerned 


with basic principles of Judaism.

The Histadrut (General Federation 
of Jewish Labour in Israel) has 
marked the 30th anniversary of its 
foundation with this _ illustrated 
account of its remarkable progress and 
the unique position it occupies in 
Israel's economy. 

Formed in 1920 with 4,433 members. 
the Histadrut now has a membership 
of over 500,000. But what makes the 
Histadrut unique in the world trade 
union movement and leaves it open to 
much criticism is that it is itself a giant 
employer of labour. 

Great stress is laid—with justifica- 
tion—on the way the Histadrut has 
safeguarded the welfare of the Israeli 
worker ; provided him and his children 
with schools, and medical. services 
through the Workers’ Sick ‘Fund 
(Kupat Cholim): helped him to build 
up enterprises through the Workers 
Bank, and created for him facilities for 
physical culture through the Hapoel 
sports organisation. 

It is because of this very stréngth 
and its position -of being almost a 
State within a State that the Histadrut 
is attacked by private Israeli indus- 
trialists and believers in free enter- 
prise. The charge that Histadrut enter- 
prises receive favoured treatment from 
the Government has been vehemently 
denied but has not been silenced. It 
is also often alleged that the Union's 
predominance has discouraged Ameri- 
can and British invedtments in Israel 
These and similar attacks have taken 
little account of the fact that the 
Histadrut is not an autocratic body but 
a loose and quite democratic confeder- 
ation of trades and professions. Never- 
theless. recent troubles within the 
Histadrut are a clear enough warning 
that it might be growing too unwieldy 
and that changes in its constitution 
are demanded. | 


WISDOM OF THE PSALMS 
Right

“An Interpretation of Some Psalms ” 
is the sub-title of Martin Buber’s little 
book, translated very readably. by 
Ronald Gregor Smuith.. Apparently 
simple and straightforward, Right 
and Wrong” proves in fact to be a 
characteristically profound disserta- 
tion on the problem of evil. With thai 
power and clarity that are peculiar to 
Buber, the text of the five Psalms 
chosen is expounded almost, one 
feels, to the very depths. But there is 
more than commentary here, and more 
than the story of ancient Israel ts 
iiluminated by what is drawn from the 
texts. The relevance of these poems 
to the contemporary. world, to the 
personal and communal life of man 
to-day, becomes clear. 

Buber begins with Psalm xn: “ Help, 
Lord; for the godly man ceaseth ; for 
the faithful fail from among the chil- 
dren of men.” It is a picture, he 
suggests, of a world in which men, 
perhaps most men, are living, not 
speaking, a lie. By their speech delu- 
sion, not enlightenment, is spread, and 
worse—they spin a way of thinking 
for their fellow-man “which they 
themselves do not follow. .. . they 
introduce falsified material into his 
knowledge of the world and of life, 
and thus falsify the relations of his 
soul to being.” The reference here to 
recent European history is clear 
enough. | 

Against this is placed Psalm xiv: 
“ The fool hath said in his heart, there 
is no God.” The “children of men” 
referred to in this Psalm are generally 
interpreted as “the nations,” but 
Buber rejects the interpretation and 
suggests that the shameless includes 
all but a righteous remnant of the 
Jewish nation. From there we pass to 
Psalm Ixxxii: “God standeth in the 
congregation of the mighty; he 
judgeth among the gods.” The thought 
of this obscure Psaim is linked by 
Buber with the late conception (as in 
the Book of Daniel) of angels who 
are princes of the nations ; they have 


not administered justice and are there- 
fore condemned. ua 
Then.to Psalm Ixxiii, a poem record-

ANTISEMITISM BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN

AR eclipsing in interest the” 


trial and execution recently 

Of Rudolf Slansky and his 
comrades of the Czechoslovak 
Communist Party is its aftermath. 
For the first time the investigators 
of such Communist-cannibalistic 
Orgies have found it necessary to 
apologise for, and try to explain 
away, after the event, to revolted 
world opinion, the sadistic exhibi- 
tion of the actual trials. 

President Gottwald’s deliberately, 
publicised wrigglings before the Com- 
munist Party Congress at the end of 
the year were something unprece- 
dented. They were an unwilling but 
unavoidable confession that this time 
the guilibility of even the Communist 
public was overstrained., 


Gottwald’s Wrigglings 


First. Gottwald endeavoured once 
again to prop up the story which 
aroused such . universal derision 
that these dyed-in-the-wool 
unscrupulous M uscovites were 
“ American agents.” Then he turned 
to his main task that of 
reconstructing the accustomed facade 
Of internationalism which the new 
antisemitism had swept away. Because 
Gottwald was entirely unconvincing 
he 1S anyway too clumsy an advocate 
io be entrusted with such a hopeless 
bnel—there will doubtless be other 
such attempts. At all costs the world 
must be convinced that when Com- 
munists persecute Jews this has 
nothing to do with antisemitism. 

In the same way the persecution of 
pacifists behind the Iron Curtain is 
proclaimed in the Hungarian and 
Czechoslovak press to be part of “ the 
battie for peace. as 18 Stalin-s acqutsi- 
tion of the atom bomb. “A strike 
in a capitalist country aimed at 
paralysing war production is an effec- 
tive peace offensive. So jis putting 
the fine arms we produce into the 
hands of our People's Army.” wrote 
the Prague journal, Prace, last March. 

It is the same with Jewish persecu- 
tron—west of the Iron Curtain ts 
antisemitism, east of it “defence 
against American espionage.’ as Gott- 
wald explained. Finally, for the first 
occasion, an attempt was made to 
persuade people to believe in the 
genuineness of the usual ~~ contes- 
Here was another sign that 
the Communists realised that they had 
presumed too far on the credulity of 
their dupes People were puzzied,” 
Gottwald admitted, “that the accused 
should have apparentiy — willingly 
accused themse:ves [his was a mis-

understanding. At first they obstin- 
ately demed their guilt. It was 
necessary to contute them bit by bit. 
and step by step. with facts, docu- 
ments, witnesses statements and con- 
frontations.” 

So there we have it-—whal every- 
one but the deluded has always 
known, but which has never been 
admitted—that these cretinous and 
revoltingly stylised performances are 
just what they are called —“ show 
trials.

Slansky Trial a “ Blunder ~ 


What most worries the Communists 
about the dismal biunder of! the 
Slansky trial is the revelation it has 
brought of Communist antisemitism 
One delegate at the recent “ peace 
congress” here assured me with naive 
sincerity that the Communists had 
convinced him that they had made a 
‘tactical blunder = at the trial by con- 
Stantly insisting on the Jewish 
origin” of the accused. Only some- 
one simple enough to believe that this 
Stalinist congress had anything to do 
with pacifism could have accepted the 
“tactical blunder ~ excuse 

For months the Czech press had 
heen committing almost daily the 
same “tactical blunder’ of inciting 
the population against the Jews It 
was, of course, a deliberate tactical 
move. and no error. But. as always. 
the Communists want to have it both 
wavs. That is. they want controlled 
antisemitism behind the Iron Curtain: 
they fear to admit that the last dif 
ference between Nazi and Communist 
methods has thus been wiped out: 
and. where the Jews have still tasks 
to fulfil for them. antisemitism must 
temporarily be checked Now, as 
when the Nazis sent Jews to Ausch- 


witz, “useful Jews” are left alive to 
serve the aims of their persecutors. 
No such Jew died at Auschwitz until 
the last ounce of usefulness had been 
extracted from him by slave labour. 

Rakosi, Gero and company are still 
irreplaceable in Hungary. So, when 
hundreds of terrorised Jews sought 
refuge there recently from Czecho- 
slovakia the local party secretaries in 
Gvor and Esztergom, who had 
thought it permissible to encourage 
the Jews to cross over from Czecho 
slovakia to Hungary. were dismissed. 


Fugitive Jews Hunted 


The fugitive Jews were hunted down 
and returned to a country where anti- 
semitism is already encouraged In 
Hungary no Jew may as yet be perse- 
cuted on racial Qrounds——-merely as a 

decadent cosmopolitan, to «be 

destroved by depriving him of his 
livelihood and forbidding him to 
emigrate. In Czechoslovakia public 
opinion was deleberately incited at the 
Slansky trial by -underlining in the 
charge the Jewish origin” loot 
the accused 

In Hungary there are still too many 
Jews in the Government awaiting 
replacement, when sufficient intelligent 
Magyar Communists can be found, for 
it to be politic to let loose against 
the 150.000 Jews the latent ant- 
semitism of the masses. But Jewish 
communal property 1s being gradually 
iquidated. In 1950. for instance, the 
jewish hospital m the Szabolcs Utea.

aged and artling Jews have been 
crammed into Balassagyarmat to

In Rumama the signal for the 
persecution of the 350,000 Jews was 
given last October, when the police 
broke into the Bucharest synagogue 
and arrested everyone inside The 
degradation of Anna Pauker was 
judged the right moment to revive the 
traditional antisemitism ol the 
Rumamans.

It was 
the religious parties’ opposition 
to the Government's policy of 
education which, among other 
matters, was responsible for the last 
Government crisis and has now 
caused certain Orthodox religious 
parties to refrain from participation 
in Mr. Ben-Gurion’s new Coalition 
Government. Hardly a debate in 
the Knesset or outside can take 
place without this question cropping 
up and embittering almost every 
other issue. 


Trend Systems 


Much of this intense feeling is due 
to the desire. only to be expected 
among Jews, to provide their children 
with the highest education possible. 
But it is also caused by the fact that 
in Israel. unlike any other country, 
there exist to-day not one but four 
different systems of education called 
* trends “—-the General, Labour, Miz- 
rachi, and Agudat: Israe!. Thus, of 
300.000 children attending elementary 
and secondary schools in Israel about 
37 per cent receive an education in 
accordance with the progressive semi- 
Marxist principles of the Jewish 
Labour parties, Mapai and Mapam. 
The numbers attending the General 
schools, under the influence of the 
General Zionist Movement, amount 
to approximately 33 per cent, the Miz- 
rachi I8 per cent, and the Agudat 
israel about 7 per cent. Thus, only 
§ per cent attend schools with no 
defined system, and these inelude

various establishments maintained by 
foreign mussionaries 

Ihe 27.000 Arab. children who. 
equally with Jewish children, receive 
free elementary education, attend 
Government schools where a system 
which takes into account the socta! 
and religious conditions under which 
the pupils have to lrve has been estab- 
lished, and this seems to be working 
satisfactorily. 

As in other spheres, the achieve 
ment of the Israeli Government in 
education has been most remarkable 
During the past four vears no fewer 
than about ‘40.000 bovs and $giris 
came into the countr:,. and neariy al! 
of them. including children in the 
ma abarot, are now rece:ving {fee and 
regular tuition. It is. therefore, not 
surprising that the Government has 
had little opportunity until now of 
devoting greater attention to short- 
comings in the educationa! system of 
which the. diversity of trends appears 
to be the most glaring. 

[here has never been any universal! 
agreement regarding the best method 
of education in Israel; the various 
trends have all made their separate 
and valuable contributions But it 
seems unbelievable that children 
attending an Aguda school, as I] 
found in Rishon |-Zion. where much 
time is devoted to telling pupils 
of the life and deeds of Jewish reli- 
gious leaders and ~ wonder rabbis,” 
should not be told anything at. all 
about Chaim Nachman Bialik. who 
more than any other Jew in the last 
two generations, has made the love of 
Zion the supreme article of faith. To 


weld the tour trends into one national! 
system of education which should 
embody ‘the virtues of each is the task 
which Mr. Ben-Gurion’s new Govern- 
ment has set itself. and a vast marorit’ 
of people in Israel sincerely desire 
this 

Another pecuharity of the Israeli 
school sysiem is the large number of 
kindergartens. Over 60,000 children 
between the ages of three and five 
attend these schools [his is partly 
explained by the very high. proportion 
of working mothers, especially in the 
kibbutzim it ws also due to the 
policy of the Israel: authorities, who 
consider the kindergarten the most 
eflective means. not only for teaching 
Hebrew, bul for preparing the younger 
generation to fit mito the conditions 
ot life which prevail. 

As might be expected, great stress 
'S laid. in all systems of education in 
Israel, on the value of knowledge and 
ine importance of mental training— 
understandable of a people confronted 
with such enormous tasks requiring 
not merely skill but much imagimation 
und invention. But there is also a 
growing respect for. and striving after, 
physical vigour. Religious education 
1s, Of course, provided for all children 
whose parents express the desire that 
they should have it. 

In addition to elementary and 
secondary schools, Israel is making a 
vallant altempt to provide opportuni- 
ties for vocational training, but in this 
field there 1s still a great lack of train- 
ing tacitiities. From official statistics 
it appears that less than 10 per cent 
of children between the ages of 14 and

He said that all men who really 
believed in the Torah—no matter to 
which political partics they belonged— 
should band themselves together to pro- 
mote the welfare of the religious insutu- 
tions in Isracl. 

Arrangements were made to continue 
the campaign in Glasgow. Mr. Berl 
Wohber was appointed Ireasurer. 

Ihe new synagoguc of the Netherice 
and Clarkston Congregation, in Randolph 
Drive, Clarkston, was consecrated by 
Rabbi Brodic on Sunday. 

Sir Maurice Bloch performed the 
opening ceremony and was presented with 
a golden key by Dr. Isidor E. Burton, 
President. 

The Rev. H. Fenigstcin conducted the 
and the Glasgow Hebrew Male 
Voice Choir, directed by Mr. Louis 
Freeman, also took part. 

In his sermon Rabbi Brodic declared 
that those taking part in the develop- 
ment of that conercgation were helping, 
along with their fellow-Jews and the 
members of other faiths, to meet the 
ageressive ‘challenge of the present age, 
ind to assert without fear and with great 
humility the fact and existence of God. 

The new synagoguc. which is a one- 
storcy building, has scaling accommoda- 
tion for 500 peop'te. . Provision has been 


made in the building for three class- 
rooms for the pupils of the Hebrew 
classes. The congregation was founded 
in 1940

Rabbi Brodie said he hoped the 
ioneers of the Netherice and Clarkston 
Synagogue would continue in their enthu- 
siastic task.

Stay of Execution May be Granted

refusing a retrial for Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg. who were sentenced to 
death faust vear for betraying atomic 
secrets to Russia Ihe couple afe 
due to be executed at Sing Sing Prison 
in about a fortnight 

he court also refused to order a 
retrial for Morion Sotell, who was sen- 
tenced to ™) vears’ imprisonment for the 
same offence 

Hops of saving the Rosenbergs has 
not been abandoned. Judge Kaufman, 
who sentenced the Rosenbergs to death, 
on Tuesday hinted that he might grant 
of execution to permit the COTl- 
demned couple to seek clemency from 
the President. Judgc Kaufman will give 
hes decision weck. if the stay of 
cicculion is granted the pica lor 
clemency will almost certainly be con- 
sidered after his mauguratiion by General 
iscnhower 

Judge Kaufman was hearing a final 
appeal for the commutation of the death 
senten He complained that he had 
heen “ hounded. pounded. and vilificd © 
ever since he had pronounced scnicnce 
on the Rosenbergs

Judge Kaufman's statement was made 
ifter bmannuc’ Bloch the Rosen- 


heres lLawvet had siated that “tens of 


thousands of people throughout the 
world have become inflamed at this case.” 
Mr. Bloch claimed that the sentences 
passed on his clicnts were cxcessive Com- 
pared with those imposed on Fuchs and 
other persons convicted of betraying 
atomic secrets to Russia: that the Rosen- 
hergs had not been classified as “ big 
spies” by the Congressional Commis- 
son: and that the information given by 
the Rosenbergs to Russia was not secret, 
but a matter of public knowledge. 

An attempt to save the Rosenbergs 
had been made carher by the condemned 
couple's family, who called on Judge 
Kaufman at his chambers to plead for 
merey. 

Ihe United Siates authorities have 
received over 200 letters from scientists, 
educationists, clergymen, and trade union 
officia!s in Britain, America. France, Italy, 
and Australia supporting the Rosenbergs 
plea for clemency. The writers included 
Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver. the Zionist 
leader, and Dr. Harold C. Urey, a 
leading American atomic physicist who 
was awarded the Nobel Prize for 
chemistry in 1934 for his discovery ot 
heavy water. 

Dr. Urey said that although he 
aceepted the verdict as correct, he was 
amazed and completely outraged by the 
unequal punishment given to the Rosen- 
bergs.

Suez Canal, in flagrant disregard of a 
clear injunction of the Security Council. 

At the same time, said Mr. Sharett, 
Isracl was not aware of an expression 
of readiness by any of the Arab Govern- 
ments to undertake obligations in defence 
of democracy, either in each particular 
country. or in the region as a whole. 
The régimes prevailing in most of these 
countries left much room for doubt 
whether the mainienance of democratic 
mstitutions was a vital concern of inet 
rulers | 

In all these circumstances the placing 
at this juncture of additional and 
important arms in the hands of Arab 
Governments, far from beimg conducive 
to the advent of peace and stabiiity to 
the region, constituted a menace to 
Israel's security, while offering no assured 
prospect of strengthening. the areas 
defensive capacity against the dangers of 
outside aggression. 


psetting Balance of Power 


The present departure, added Mr. 
Sharett, was at variance with the declara- 
tion wssued jointly by the Uniied Siates, 
Britain, and France, on May 25, 1950, 
which set its face against the development 
of an arms race between Israel and its 
Arab neighbours and which implied the 
maintenance of a defence equilibrium 
between them, The reported sales or 
grants of arms to the Arab States were 
hable to upset seriously the balance of 
power to fsreet's detriment, to lead to 
an arms race, and thus to nullify the 
moral and practical effect of the assur- 
ance contained in the tripartite declara- 
tion. 

Ihe Government of Israel, he said, 
must utter a serious warning against a 
policy so clearly damaging to Israels 
security and to the interests of regional 
and world peace. 

Mr. Sharett said that Britain was _will- 
ing to supply jet aircraft to Israel and 
that the Unned States had recognised 
Israel's right to purchase arms, though 
not jct aircraft. But these offers would 
not prevent the Arabs from securing 
superiority in arms, nor would it prevent 
an arms race in the Middle East.

ISRAELI CABINET HOLDS FIRST MEETING

Israel's new Cabinet, strengthened 
at the last moment by the inclusion 
of Mizrachi and Hapoel Hamizrachi, 
held its first meeting on Sunday. It 
discussed the situation in the Middle 
East, especially the threat to Isracl’s 
security resulting trom the supply of 
arms by the Western Powers to the 
Arab States. 

Fifteen of the 16 Ministers attended 
the Cabinet meeting—-Mr. B, Shitreet, 
the Minister of Police, is at present 
in the United States. 

The Cabinet appointed seven- 
member committee to prepare next year's 
budect. which, it is believed, will total 
over 1£200.000,000. This commitice—-t 
has four members of Mapai, two 
General Zionists, and a representative 
of Hapoel Hamizrachi—will probably be 
entrusted with all economic matters. 

Mr. Haim Cohen, the former Minister 
of Justice, was appomted Attorney- 
General 

it was later announced that Mr. Joseph 
Saphir and Mr. Joseph Serlin, General 
Zionist members of the Cabinet, had 
exchanged portfolios. 

When Mr. Ben-Gurion presented his 
new Coalition Government to the 
Knesset last week, he won the largest 
majorny yet given by the Isracli Partlia- 
ment in a confidence vote. He secured 
63 votes against

NO MEAT RATION FOR 
THREE WEEKS 
Demand For More Pork

JERUSALEM 

The demand for pork has increased 
because no meat_ration has been dis- 
tributed for the past three wecks, and 
there is now a Shortage of pork in Israel. 
Meat shipments from Argentina are 
reported to be on the way. 

The sale of poultry is to be decon- 
trolled. This was decided by the minis 
terial committee on economic affairs, 
which met here on Tuesday. One reason 
for decontrol 1s the shortage of chicken 
feed, but an additional factor is the 
diminished content of animal protein in 
Israchs’ dict, which is causing concern. 

It is estimated that the decontrol ol 
poultry will mean the killing off of 
between 20 and 30 ner cent of birds, but 
the resultant rise in price may make it 
impossible for most of the population 
to buy them. 


FOOD FOR ISRAEL SHIPPED 
THROUGH SUEZ

Cargoes of wheat and copra (dred 
coconut kernels) have arrived here from 
the Philippines after passing through the 
Suez Canal unmolested.
